WHIPPET TANK DISPLAY 


In connection with the campaign 


for the fifth .or Victory Loan, there 
was a display of one of the American 
whippet tanks in the streets of New- 
port on Tuesday. The tank attracted 
much attention and there was a large 
number of people on the streets to see 
it pass. Although it hnd at fir^t been 
planned to have the parade pass 
through the principal streets of the 
city, it was learned that there was a 
great likelihood ,of damage to ordi- 
nary pavements, so that the parade 
was limited to Thames street, where 
the granite block pavement was not 
susceptible to damage. 


Before the parade,'the tank was on 


exhibition on Long wharf for a time, 
and a large number of persons gath- 
ered around to study the strange ma- 
chine which had done such'effective 
work in France. In the afternoon, 
the tank was escorted on its march 
through Thames street by a detach- 
ment of the Coast Artillery from Fort- 
Adams under command of Captain 
Leyshon, accompanied by the Seventh 
Artillery Band. 
Then came a com- 


pany of Marines, followed by a detail 
of veterans from Lawton-Warren Post 
in carriages. Then came., the tank, 
escorted by returned soldiers as a 
guard of honor. 
These comprised 


several different branches of the ser- 
vice, including one "Kiltie.'' The'line 
was headed by a platoon of police, fol- 
lowed by Mayor Mahoney and the 
members of the board of aldermen. 


The line went down Thames street 


to the end of the pavement ami then 
came back to Long wharf, where the 
. tank was drawn up by the side and 
Mayor Mahoney made a brief ad- 
dress, introducing several returned 
soldiers as speakers in behalf of the 
Victory loan.

A LONG WHARF FIRE . 


There was a lively fire on Long 
barf 
Monday afte'rnoon, and al- 


tidugh, .the actual property loss will 
ot run into .very large figures, the 
Mssibilities of the fire were very 
rreat.

a pile of lobster pots, well tarred,

THE FLOOD OF LEGISLATION 


Most of the State legislatures have 


been in session this spring. A vast 
.and undigested, mass of proposed leg- 
islation has been offered for their 
sifting process. It is a time of yeast- 
ing and change. 
Great numbers of 


people think.that they can improve 
the economic and political machinery, j 


Many good suggestions are offered. 


But a great many more are chimeri- 
cal or worse. It needs the best brains 
of the community to pass wisely on 
these problems, and wrong .decisions 
do incalculable damage. Also a man 
who is not grounded on a bed rock of 
absolute honesty is apt to be swayed 
by the many plausible appeals to his 
personal interest. 


. 
The experienced legislator early 


I leams to look for "jokers." A great 


many propositions, apparently offered 
from public spirit and a desire to im- 
prove conditions, really conceai some 
selfish end. 


The main faults in the sociaj struc- 


ture are not due to defective laws. 
They exist because of the folly of the 
people who elect so many incompe- 
tent and dishonest-public servants. 
And they exist even more because 
short-sighted people seek their own 
selfish interest alone, and can't see 
that the individual cannot prosper un- 
less the community as a whole has 
well-being. These faults can be re- 
moved only by slow processes of edu- 
cation and broader conceptions of life. 


Instinctively feeling the limitation's 


of what can be accomplished by law, 
a wise legislator demands to be posi- 
tively "shown"'before he approves of 
a new 'proposition. However, many 
carry this attitude of skepticism too 
far. 
If social advance has to wait 


until human nature can be altered, it 
will take many generations to make 
the political and industrial system 
efficient for the highest ends. There 
must be a willingness to try experi- 
ments', even if many of them fail.

One of-the fiVst fruits of Republi- 


can control- of the coming Congress 
is a project for creating a financial 
budget system.

Every 
government department now puts in 
the amount of money that it thinks it 
ought to have. The department that 
needs the money the most may get the;

leaders get together and make some* 
effort to keep appropriations within 
bounds. But it is then too late for 
careful comparison of items. 
Many

get by. The President must approve 
an appropriation bill as a whole, or 
veto the whole thing.

So Presidents are 
very slow to veto any of these bills.

In a matter of vital importance to 


tho people of all the forty-eight states 
of the Union, a personal appeal for 
immediate Executive action was re- 
cently addressed by cable to the Pres- 
ident at his place of abode in a foreign 
country 3000 miles across the seas.

Undoubtedly, 
in response to such an appeal from

have responded had it been possible 
for him to do so. But it was not 
p'ossible. He was too far distant in a 
foreign land to act decisively and in- 
telligently, as thc crisis demanded, 
and he replied with that unqualified 
confession. Here was a full and dis- 
tinct admission by Mr. Wilson of his 
inability by reason of his residence 
abroad to discharge thc powers, and 
duties of his office.
